TWO BENNETT BOYS SHOT 

WHILE RIDERS WERE RAIDING 

ft 

One F6und Dead in the Road Near Scene of 
a Battle-The Other Wounded But 
Refuses to Talk. 



CHARLIE CROUCH AND SON SHOW FIGHT. 

Reports Sent Out Give Guarded Statements, 
One Report Being That They 
Were Night Riders. 



Clarksville, Tenn., March 11 — 
Vaughn Bennett.who was sHbt Mon- 
day night in a mysterious manner on 
the roadside, died yesterday after- 
noon. Officers are making a thor- 
ough investigation of the affair.but 
so far nothing has been given out. 
Earl Bennett, who was also shot.still 
refuses to answer \ ) a#»f"questions. 

Near Woodforo7 in this county, 
abous sunrise Tuesday morning 
Vaughn Bennett, a young man of 
prominent family, was found lying 
the Trough Spring road, a mile 
and a half from his home, shot 
through the temple, unconscious, 
and fatally wounded. One foot was 
the stirrup of his saddle on his 
horse, which lay dead beside him A 
few feet away was the dead body of 
another horse. Both horses were 
shot through the head. Three shot 
guns, two double and one single 
barrel, were found at the scene of 
-the tragedy, one leaning against one 
of the horses and the others lying 
the road, as if they had been care- 
lessly dropped. Twelve or fifteen 
empty shells were lying just over 
the fence nearby. Both the horses 
were saddled and one was the prop- 
erty of Vaughn Bennett. The other 
belonged to his father, Henry Ben- 
nett. The weeds beside the road 
were trampled down as if by a num- 
ber of horses and it is further re- 
ported that Bennett, when found, 
was masked, but the report could 
not be confirmed. Earl Bennett, a 
brother of Vaughn Bennett, 
with his brother and was shot 
through the arm and shoulder, 
says they were waylaid and shot 
from ambush as they were riding 
along the road. The shooting is 
thought to have occurred about 2 
o'clock, as shots were heard about 
that time by people in the neighbor- 
hood. 

NEAR SCENE OF BATTLE. 

Night riders were abroad in 
Montgomery county last night. Near 
Port Royal Charles Crouch and his 
son, who are not members of any to- 
bacco Association, were attacked 
and showed fight. A number of 
shots were exchanged and within a 
few hundred yards of this spot 
Vaughn Bennett was discovered, 
desperately wounded. 

W. C. Cooksey and J.N. Woodson, 
nearest neighbors, found the wound- 
ed man at 6:30 a. m. and he was re- 
moved to the house of an old negro, 
John Woodson. He had two wounds, 
either of which would have caused 
death. One shot is said to have 
taken effect near the right eye, and 
the other near the right ear. 

Earl Bennett is a younger brother 
of Vaughan Bennett, and although 
reported that he was seriously 
wounded, he is ssii 
home, where he re 
morning without telling anyone of 
his wounds. He is said to be shot 
through the right shoulder and right 
arm, while a third bullet grazed his 
head. It is said that he has refused 
to make any statement, except to 
say that he was waylaid and shot. 

The Bennetts were sons of an asso- 
ciation prizer. Each has been ar- 
rested and is under a $1,000 bond. 

Great ^excitement prevails and 
opinion varies as to how young Ben- 
nett was shot. Some think that he 
was a member of the night riders, 
while others believe that he was 
waylaid and tired upon by some un- 



known parties. 

OTHER DEPREDATIONS. 

James Welch, a cropper on L. C. 
Adkins' farm, near Port Royal, was 
severely btaten by night riders the 
same night. All are said to have 
been masked. Seven of them went 
to the Port Royal telephone office, 
eallfcd Mallory Sawyer, the operator, 
to the door and told him to either 
cut the wires or give them a pair of 
pliers and they would do the work. 
The r operator handed one of the 
crowd the pliers and he cut the 
wires. The wires were also cut two 
miles from Port Royal, between 
Clarksville and that j>lace, and be- 
tween Port Royal arid StroudEville. 
Welch is said to wear marks of the 
beating he received. 

Several nights ago Jonas Stacey ( 
near Sango, is said to have been 
taken from his home and severely 
beaten. Since the assault he ha3 
been staying in Clarksville, but left 
the city last night. 

SHOT SIX NEGROES. 

Night Riders Invade New 
Territory In Tbe Pur- 
chase. 



Paduc-ah, Ky., March 10— A hun- 
dred masked riders rode into the 
town of Birmingham, Marshall com 
ty, last night, shot six negroes, one 
of them fatally and whipped 5 oth- 
ers. The riders took possession of 
the town and shot into every negro 
cabin in the place. In one of these 
was John Scruggs. His wife, three 
children and granddaughter were 
shot, and Scruggs fatally wounded. 
The riders then took five other neg- 
roes to the bank of Tennessee riv- 
er, where they whipped them, and 
after warning them and all other 
negroes to leave the place, the men 
rode away. 

The raid followed a warning of 
two weeks ago to the negroes to 
leave town.

NOW that tbe people of the Tim' 
ed States are In the throes of 
a renewed discussion of "cen- 
tralization of power" an opposed 
to local state authority it is fitting 1" 
recall the man who Id the formative 
period of our nation advocated more 
urgently and persistently than any oth 
er a strongly centralized federal gov 
eminent with correspondingly lesser 
authority for the individual states. 
This man was Alexander Hamilton 
He stood for theories of governtueut 
which, in the op|-' — 
sous of bis day l 
ward monarchical 
llcau institutions. 
Hamilton in the constitutional eon 
•eutlou of 1787 proposed an Itfdepend 
nt executive to hold office for life or 
during cood behavior, a senate whose 
have a like tenure 
of office, governors of states to be ap 
pointed by the federal executive, thus 
ing the states essentially sulior 
te to the central government In :i 
sense much more emphatic than our 
present constitution requires. 

Yet Hamilton vigorously supported 
the constitution as adopted by the cou 
ventlon. In Washington's cabinet he 
became the first secretary of the trees 
ury. and his services In that highly 
important post were of supreme value 
the nation. His efficient and patri 
otic work In shaping the financial poll 
cles of the new nation gives him a se- 
cure place high among the founders of 
the republic. Though for the most 
part his Intensely federal Ideas have 
not been adopted toto our national 
fabric, though he distrusted the com 
mon people and believed In a govern 
ment by the aristocracy rather than by 
the democracy, many of bis theories 
shared and accepted by bis con- 
freres. Hamilton, it may be said, serv- 
ed as a balance wheel in the building 
of the American macbl

According to Tierce, his powder is 
smokeless.. It leaves no noxious gases, 
which have so often resulted in the 
suffocation of men In the bottom of a 
shaft. It Is not poisonous and enn be 
swallowed without any .111 result. It is 
it subject to atmospheric changes and 
Is Ignited by a detonating cap or an 
electric spark. Unlike dynamite, when 
Ignited In the open air it will not ex- 
plode, but simply bursts into flame. It 
can be manufactured much cheaper 
than the dynamite now in use.

The various forms of apparatus hith- 
erto devised for the purpose of mak- 
ing human existence possible in an 
irresplrable atmosphere, have serious 
defects, which Dr. Tissot has succeed- 
ed In eliminating from the apparatus 
which he PBcehtly submitted to the 
Academy of Sciences of Paris.

Ue was a classical 
scholar, devoted to books in his early 
life and with no idea of entering trade. 
When he came to America, at the age 
of twenty. In 1823, he became a teacher 
In New York. Two years later he 
turned to Ireland to claim a legacy of 
about $3,000, and upon the advice of 
a friend in New York he bought in 
Dublin a stock of laces and other 
goods, which he brought back to Amer- 
ica with him. He opened a small shop, 
advertised his wares and sold tb. 
goods at an enormous profit. This sue 
cess revolutionized Stewart. He de 
voted his life to trade. 

At the outset Stewart made up his 
mind as to his course in business. He 
determined to be perfectly honest, nev 
er to misrepresent his goods, always 
to watch every nook and corner of hi 
business and to add more customers 
by pleasing those he got. It was his 
boast in old age that in all his career 
he never permitted a willful misrepre- 
sentation to be made in his store.

Nashville, Tenn., March 11, 1908 — 
The plan for awarding the prize 
money for the county exhibits at 
the Tennessee State Fair next fall is 
the fairest that has yet been tried. 
Under the scale of awards as just 
completed the counties in the ex 
treme eastern and western portions 
of Tennessee will have just as good 
a chance to get a cash award as will 
the counties adjoining Davidson. 

Besides $1,000 ip prizes for the 
four best county exhibits at the 
fair, $100 is offered for the bsst dis- 
play from each grand division of the 
State, and $1,200 will be prorated 
to all counties making any showing 
all. 

In this latter contest the money 
will be awarded on points. The va- 
rious agricultural products, the dec- 
oration and th*.general arrange- 
ment will count 2,500 points, and 
the distance from the fair grounds 
will count 500 points more. These 
points will be divided as follows: 
Counties whose county seat is within 
a radius of 50 miles of Nashville will

Wireless Message From Ev- 
ans' Armada Is Received 
at Pansacola, Fla. 1 



Washington D. C, March 0 — 
About t ie last place that the r.avy 
department txp >cted to hear from 
the Atlantic battl s hip fleet for at 
least six months was on the Atlantic 
coast, yet this is what happened. 
The navy department today received 
a telegraphic message from its wire- 
less station at Pensaeola which had

The plan of guaranteed bank de- 
posits has probably found favor, 
among all classes of people and irre- 
spective of political affliation, more 
rapidly than any other public ques- 
tion. 

The new state of Oklahoma has 
already enacted a law taxing state 
banks, the fund thus accumulated to 
be used in paying the depositors of 
any state bank that from any cause 
becomes unable to meet its obliga- 
tions. A special session of the Kan- 
sas legislature has been called for 
the purpose of enacting legislation 
similar to the Oklahoma plan. The 
governor of Nebraska is considering 
the advisability of calling a special 
session of the legislature on account 
of the growing belief among the peo- 
ple that protection to bank deposi- 
tors in the form of state or federal 
guarantees of their deposits will stop 
the hoarding of money, bring into 
circulation sufficient currency to con- 
duct the business of the country, and 
prevent a recurrence of such dis- 
astrous panics as the one through 
which we are now passing. 

Mr. Bryan has been an a 
of a law guaranteeing deposits in 
state and national banks since 1893. 

Mr. Bryan, in discussing the tariff 
questions, insists that residents of the 
United States should be permitted 



to buy home-made goods at home at 
as low a price as the foreigner can 
buy American-made goods abroad. 
He also insists that our government 
should be by and for the people as 
a whole, rather than by and for the 
trusts, and administered in the in- 
terest of a few beneficiaries of the 
trust system. He believes that na- 
tional legislation for the purpose of 
better regulation and control of in- 
terstate commerce and common car- 
riers should supplement state legis- 
lation, and not be a substitute for 
state legislation.

Frankfort, Ky., March 11.— Presi- 
dent Clarence Lebus, of the Burley 
Tobacco Society, branch of" the So- 
ciety of Equity, announned here that 
a sale of 1,000 hogsheads of burley 
tobacco was made today to the 
American Tobacco Company.
